ard, m ay be invoked. 
Bob Bennett, chairm an of the 
City Beautification committee in 
charge of keeping the Village 
presentable, 
w a s 
enthusiastic 
over results. The eight-day drive 
went over better than antici­ 
pated, he said. 


' Co m m e n t in g on the contest 
between the seven city districts 
for the clean up prize, Bennett 
said: 
"It looks like it’s in the bag for 
district 2 again this year.” 
According to Bennett, district 2. 
under the chairm anship of Wally 
Waring hauled more th an 75 
truck loads of rubbish to the city 
dump. And he believes that no 
other district can 
m atch that 
num ber because m an y private 
trucks, in addition to those sent 
by the city, were used in carting 
llie debris to the city dump. 


ALTHOUGH THE CAMPAIGN 
ended Sunday,” said Bennett, "it 
may not be over for a few per­ 
sons w ho failed to clean up their 
property.” 
The chairm an explained lhat 
'he fire departm ent m ay issue 
citations to property owners who 
failed lo enter wholeheadtedly 
'«to llie spirit of the clean up 
drive by not disposing of accu­ 
m ulated 
brush and debris on 
their properties. 


THE OVER-ALL results of the 
drive this season according to 
Bennett is much better than it 
was at the end of the last clean­ 
up cam paign.

drive November 6. 
Fire Chief Bill 
Leonesio re­ 
ported th at more than 250 fire 
permits were issued to citizens. 
More th an 150 telephone calls 
were received by the w aste and 
disposal department for special 
hauls. Some of these orders have 
yet to be filled, Bennett said. 


AN INSPECTION TRIP of the 
citv bv Bennett. Sergeant Orest 
Johnson of the Police

tor. revealed lhat a great m a ­ 
jority of the citizens heartened 
to the plea of "Lets Clean Up the 
Village.” 
"Those few citizens who failed 
to comply m ay receive a rude 
.iolt.” 
declared

pointed out th at under existing 
ordinances and fire laws, prose­ 
cutions may result. 
The final note in Bennett’s re­ 
port was: 
"The Village Is a lot cleaner 
than it w as at the end of last 
year’s campaign."

Passage of Proposition 4 
May Prove Burden on City 
If Sales Tax Ban Adopted 


Municipal sales taxes such as 
are imposed 
in 
Palm Springs 
along with about 100 other Cali­ 
fornia cities, m ay come under a 
state legislative ban next year 
as result of adoption of Propo­ 
sition No. 4 on the ballot Nov. 2, 
it was indicated today. 
Assemblyman .1. J. Hollibattgh, 
chairm an of the lower house rev­ 
enue and taxation commitee. is 
quoted as saying the ban on city 
sales taxes probable in the 1949 
session of the legislature. 


PALM SPRINGS would lose in 
excess of $100.000 annually if 
such a measure w as adopted. The 
local tax is one cent on the 
dollar. 
Hollibaugh said that Ihe move 
attacking city sales taxes m ay be 
made if the state finds it neces­ 
sary lo raise the state sales tax 
from 2 '- cents to 5 cents. The 


state sales tax is now 2'c cents 
but automatically goes to 3 cents 
next July 1 unless the 2 1-; cent 
levy is extended. 
With the necessity of raising 
an 
additional 
S125.000.000 
per 
year to meet the aged and blind 
aid increase, it is not expected 
the lower levy will be continued. 


TWO YEARS AGO a measure 
was introduced at 
Sacramento 
banning municipal sales taxes. 
It was defeated. With the state 
lax returned to 3 cents it is be­ 
lieved this move will be revived 
when the 
legislature convenes 
next January. 
"Cities will be under heavy 
pressure to abandon levies if we 
increase the state tax," said Hol­ 
libaugh. “It will raise havoc with 
them. Several arc already c u r­ 
tailing their long range planning 
foreseeing the possibility $>f the 
citv tax han."

Lots Were $25 Each Echoed 


Real 
estate 
transactions 
as 
they were conducted in 1899 in 
Palm Springs, were echoed late 
Friday afternoon in August Nar- 
doni's real estate office on North 
Palm Canyon drive. 
Into that office walked Mrs. 
Clara Ferguson from Storm Lake, 
Iowa, with a letter written by 
H. F. McCatlum, addressed to her 
uncle Charles H. Dahlberg. Buena 
Vista, Iowa, and dated March 17. 
1899. She also displayed a deed 
and hill of sale to one lot which 
indicated it originally sold for 
the munificent sum of $25. 


THE TITLE to the lot showed 
that one J. F. Casey bought the 
land from H. F. McCallum. son 
of the Honorable John Guthrie 
McCallum credited 
with being 
one of the first w hite settlers in 
Palm Springs and certainly the 
most aggressive early day d e ­ 
velopers of Ihe Village. Mrs. Pearl 
McCallum McManus is the sister 
oí 
H. 
F. 
McCallum 
and 
the 


daughter of John Guthrie Mc­ 
Callum. 
What Mrs. Ferguson w as seek­ 
ing to learn from Gene Johnson 
and Joe Tavormina. Nardoni a s ­ 
sociates. was the value of the 
land today and whether it would 
he worth her vvTiile to buy it hack 
from J .O’Brien of Glendale who 
purchased the property in Sep­ 
tember. 1946, as a tax-delinquent 
land parcel. 


LEGAL DESCRIPTION of the 
land places it in the vicinity of 
the Sunny Dunes development 
on East Ramon road. Both John­ 
son 
and 
Tavormina 
informed 
Mrs. Ferguson that it would first 
he necessary to find out how 
much money Mr. O'Brien wanted 
before it would be possible to 
advise her. 
Mrs. 
Ferguson 
said 
she i n ­ 
herited the parcel of land from 
her aunt, the wife of the original 
purchaser Citarles N. Dahlberg. 
Both are now deceased, Mrs. Fer­ 
guson said. 


Ago When 
This Week 


THE LETTER written to Mr. 
Dahlberg 
w as 
apparently 
in 
answer to one sent to H. F. Mc­ 
Callum. Written on fine parch­ 
ment paper of that day it read 
as follows: 
“Dear sir: Your lot in Palm 
Springs is probably worth about 
twice what you paid. The m an ­ 
ager of the publishing company 
is trying to put the place forward 
and if he succeeds, your prop­ 
erty will be worth a great deal 
more. He proposes to plant trees 
along the streets, put in piped 
water, build houses and etc. At 
present there is nothing there 
hut land, w ater and climate but 
it's prospects arc very fine if 
m anaged well.” 
A postscript was added to the 
letter reading: 
"Palm Springs is about two 
miles 
from 
Palm 
Springs a d ­ 
dition 1 where your lots are lo­ 
cated. Lots in Palm Springs sell 
for $2 per front foot."
